| Three months - hence the electors will 
accept or reject the Treaty of Peace with 
Gréat Britain, and no Irishman or body 
of Irishmen has any right to anticipate 
their verdict. In the meanwhile Dail 
Eireann and the Provisional Government 
exercise a sort of dual authority. Mr. 
Arthur Griffith is President of the Dail, 
which, through its Minister of Defence, 


| controls the Itish- Republican Army. With. 


the approval.of the Dail Cabinet, and by 
arrangement with the Provisional Govern- 
ment, Republican troops occupied barracks 
in Limerick. Sections of the Army have 
revolted against this decision and have 
swarmed into Limerick from. the adjoin- 
ing counties. A proclamation has been 
issued which charges the Minister of 
Defence with breach of trust and defies 
the authority not merely of the Provi- 
sional Government, but’ of Dail Eireann. 
The Minister has taken precautionary 
measures, and the city is full of armed 
men who, nominally under the same flag, 
watch one another from opposing camps. 
It is a situation of the utmost tension and 
danger. In a statement which is pub- 
lished to-day Mr. Griffith says that his 
Cabinet has rejected ‘a proposal that the | 
Dail’s troops shall evacuate Limerick as 
the price of peace. ‘ Under no circum- 
stances,” he declares, can the Cabinet 
acquiesce in '" this negation of national 
authority.” 

Mr. Griffith speaks plainly, but the time 
for plain speaking has arrived. Who are 
the authors of this desperate menace to 
the country’s welfare? What is their 
policy, and what-do they expect to gam 
by it? Js it their deliberate purpose to 
prevent the people, by armed force, from 
expressing their free judgment at the 
polls? Before some explosion, in Limerick 
or elsewhere, shatters Ireland’s peace she 
is entitled to know the’ alleged justifica- 
tion. for such incalculable calamity, Mr. 
Griffith deciares that the crisis at Limerick | 
is largely the outcome of incitements to 
indiscipline, “indulged in or connived 
at”. by some of Mr. de “Valera 's- sup- 
porters. Presumably Mr. de Valera con- 
trols his supporters and, therefore, is 
responsible for their actions. ‘He. said 
yesterday that the situation was “far too 
sefious” for speech. On the contrary, 
it it far too serious for silence. His duty 
to his followers and his duty to the Irish 
people alike demand a full and honest 
definition of his attitude, As Mr. Griffith 
‘points out, Mr. de Valera can relieve the 
situation at Limerick. by condemning 
mutiny in the Republican Army. He 
knows that the situation is fraught with, 
‘extreme peril, and, therefore, his con- 
tinued silence becomes increasingly 
sinistér. If he disapproved of mutiny, 
he would try to stop it. If he does not 
try to stop it, the country must assume 
that he approves of it. Whatever his posi- 
tion may be, he ought to make it known. 
There can be no honest leadership without 
full acceptance of the responsibilities of 
leadership. ' 

“We are brought back once more to the 
strangest aspect of the whole matter. The 
people's liberties are in grave danger ; yet 


| they make no sign. Apparently, they are 


content to wait for the elections ; but the 
men who want to kill. the elections are 
not waiting. The national effort to. win 
the Free State must begin now if the 
country thinks that the Free State is 
} worth the winning. Two Irish armies 
are marshalled against each other in 
the City of Limerick. One, controlled 
by constituted authority, stands for 
‘the nation’s right to be heard at the 
polis. The other—controlled by whom ?— 
challenges constituted authority and the 
electors: who created that authority. On 
which side in this crucial conflict do 
the majority of the Irish people range 
themselves ? Surely, both armies: have 
aright to know. .The silence of 
the people is hardly less blame 
] worthy in its way than the silence of Mr. 
de Valera, If they support. the Pro- 
visional Government, want it to win, want 
the Treaty, want free elections, they ought |: 

to state their mind now. ‘In showing the 
ála that they stand behind it 
they will do a great and immediate work ; 
for they will expose the folly and wicked-" 
ness of mutiny and will revive the sanc- 
tions of that democratic authority which 
has lain in disuse so long that some Irish 
politicians have forgotten “its existence. 
ff the » public bodies of Southern and 
Western Ireland do not speak now, they 
may find themselves upable to speak 
at all.

Pr@hibition and Crime. 


Fresh evidence of the evil effects’ of 
prohibition in America is brought to li oo 
daity. The latest takes the léim ofa 
of- statistics in regard to drunkenness ead 
crime which has just been published. by 
the Board of Temperance, Prohibition, 
and Public Morals of the Methodist 
Episcopal Churches. Last year 6,247 
arrests were made for drunkenness in the 
streets of NewYork. This figure shows 
an increase of nearly 1,000 on that for the 
preceding year, and is only slightly less 
tnan the 5 re for 1918, the last year in 
which public-houses were open. In the 
Jarger cities of New York State general 
arrests last year showed an increase of 
about 96,500 since 1918, and the opinion of 
| many disinterested people is that this is. 
due largely to the enforcement of pto- 
hibition. The administration of the pro- 
hibition laws in America is" rapidly 
becoming a farce. Everybody with money 
seems to be able to obtain as mich “gia 
as he wants, and the chief effect of 
hibition is to give a stimulus to drun “á 
ness and crime.

An American base-ball player has just 
signed a three-years’ contract with a club 
at an extraordinary salary. 
He will receive between £15,000 and 
£20, yearly, The lucky recipient of 
these emoluments is known “as “Babe”

runs. Eminence in this special art |: 
seems to be worth a large amount of 
money among the followers of “American 
sport. At any rate, “ Babe ” will be en- 
titled by his new contract to a bonus of 
£100 for every “ home-run ” which he hits.

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GEOGRAPHIC AIDS TO

A train 
which was shunted accidentally collided 
with a train containing a large quantity of 
explosives and detonators inten tor blasting 
pe In a moment the whole train was 
lowu up, and fragments of the engine were 
found a mile away. The number of iives lost 
could never be asceriained, but the damage 
done to property was estimated at. a million 
pounds sterling. 

During the war there were AE ogetaaited 
involving great . loss of life. fearful 
catastrophe which occurred in & ii ae 
factory ''Someéwhere in ‘London " on January 
19tn, 1917, eauúsed, in the worda of the official 
censor, “' considerable loss of life and damage to 
roperty.”’ The cause of the di_aster ig altri- 
uted to an “ internal explosion.”’ 

Not everyone is. aware of the fact (hat flour 
le a dangerous explosive. Yet, on July 9th, 
1872, an explosion of. flour dust ‘at the Trades- 
ton Flour ille, Glaegow, was responsible for 
the loss of 19 lives. The whole building was 
completely demolished by the force of the ez- 
plosion. Adjacent buildings were aleo badly 
shaken. Fourteen years. later the-e was 
another flour explosion in Leith: In 
disaster six men were killed. There wa 
gomewhat similar explosion in a Minneapdiis 
corn mills in 1878, which involved the deaths 
of 18 men. 

One of the most curious explosions on record 
was caused by = bh The egg, however, was 
an ostrich’s ut 18 inches in cireum- 
ference. A pro essor was filing the ehell in 
order to examine thé contents, when suddenly 
there was a loud explosion which actually 
shook the building and rendered the professor 
unconscious. Í expect tlie’ e egg wes rotten, and 
when the poisonous gases were ‘iberated an 
explosion took place. 

t seems rather extraordinary. that the tiny 
pink cape which boys use witn toy pistols 
should have been reponsible for a disastrous 
explosion. Yet on one occasion an explosion 
took place in a factory where those caps were 
manufactured, resulting in the deaths of 14

as explosions: are comparatively common. 
They are liable to occur in any place where gaa 
is used. 

A careless person may be the means of causing 
a tragedy by not seeing that the gas is com- 
pletety turned off after use. In Liverpool some 
years ago an unfortunate servant was blown 
through a wall as the result of the leakage 
of gas from a stove in a badly ventilated base- 
ment kitchen. In 1886 the godds station at 
Norwich was wrecked owing, it ia presumed, to 
a carpenter accidentally cutting a gas pipe 
while doing some repairs. 

Terrib'e though these accidental axplosions 
were, they were, nevertheless, comparatively 
mild affairs when compared with the | land 
mines and ammunition dumps whic were 
deliberately exploded for the destruction of life 
during the late world war. Thousands of men 
were frequently hurled to their doom by tnese 
explosions. Yet eo dulled had the conacience of 
civilisation become by the frequent. ropetition 
of such horrors that they were merely 1 ‘garded
